Milledgeville, August 3.—‘Tell the 


, people of Georgia that my last wish 


is for my wife to go free. Tell those 
same people that it seems to me that 
the blood of two men would be enough 
stain on Murray county to satisfy 
justice for the murder of Coleman 


Osborne.” 
Five minutes before he entered 


eternity’s reception hall at the state 
farm here this afternoon, Clifford 
Thompson, illiterate 22-year-old white 
boy, who along with Jim Moss, 30- 
year-old negro, faced the edict of so- 
ciety for the murder of the Murray 
county storekeeper, made that drama- 
tic statement. Seven minutes after 
he utterd those words he had solved 
the great unknown. 
Meet Death Bravely. 

Men have faced death in more hon- 
orable causes than did Clifford 
Thompson and Jim Mc: 3, but no one 
ever took the plunge into the great 
unknown with a greater show of 
bravery than did those two. With a 
tranquility of a fading star welcom- 
ing the morn and with a resignation 
of a tired child dropping off to sleep 
did those men face the end of life’s 


pathway. ; 

As they stepped into eternity a 
quartet of staunch and true allies 
rode with them down that misty trail 
that leads to either oblivion or divine 
rest and happiness—a Spartan cour- 
age, forgiveness for their enemies, a 
firm and beautiful belief that they 
were about to reap the fruits of sal- 
vation, and a fervent reiteration of 
their innocence of the crime for which 
they were convicted. Thompson re- 
ceived the first shock, 1,900 volts, at 
2:11 p. m., and was pronounced dead 
at 2:19. Moss qr‘:kly followed the 
white man and received the first 
charge -at 2:24 p. m. 

No Sign of Weakness. 


Not once during that seemingly end- 
less night which is a veritable gethsem- 
ane to the condemned did they show 
weakness. Not once during the long 
morning, made longer through an 
order from Governor Hardman hold- 
up the execution until he _ could 
investigate the eleventh-hour con- 
fession made by Eula Thompson, 
wife of Clifford Thompson, did those 
men falter. Not once during that 
final nerve-wracking period when they 
were prepared for the great adventure 
did they tremble. Not once during that 
brief space when they sat in the big 
oak chair on the brink of the grave 
did they show fear. Nor did either, 
through all these terrible hours of 
torture, waver one iota from a pro- 
fession of innocence of the crime charg- 
ed. They went to their doom like 
soldiers are supposed to meet their 
maker, but without the satisfaction of 
a warrior’s reward. 

It is not a pretty story this story 
of how society was paid its due. It 
is not a story that some may like to 
hear. But it is a story of how two

“What I said last night was 
true,” calmly declared. Kula Thomp- 
son at Fulton tower Friday after- 
noon, a scant two hours after the 
electric chair had claimed her hus- 
band. “And I'll stick to it until I 
die.” 

“At Chatsworth they promised they 
would get life for Cliff and acquittal 
for me. I waited until the last mo- 
ment, saw they had lied and then 
told everything. 

“They swore they would do this if 
I would keep my mouth shut—well, 
they didn’t, And then I got to think- 
ing about Cliff's mother, and I 
couldn’t stand it any more. 

“If they think I am lying why 
doesn’t someone look for Jim Lowry. 
He is a small yellow negro who 
works around the garages at Etowah, 
Tenn., and who is known in Chats- 
worth.” 

Dry-eyed and without apparent 
emotion, Eula Thompson lay upon her 
cot in the tower, talking easily and 
without hesitation where dates and 
specific instances were concerned.

Suspect Is Believed To Be 
Man Who Deserted Wife 
in.

Los Angeles, August 3—(P)—A 
man known here as Russell Barholme 
and Russell St. Clair Beitzel, whom 
police believe is a member of a prom- 
inent Philadelphia family, was held 
tonight in connection with the death 
of a young woman, whose nude body 
was found in Stone canyon, north of 
Hollywood, last night. 

The woman, about 22 years of age, 
with who lice said Barholme or 
Beitzel liveltin north Hollywood, was 
known as Norma Barber, Norma Bar- 
holme and Barbara Morrow. Officers 
said they had information that she. 
too, came from a prominent Philadel- 
phia family. Physicians said she was 
about to become a mother when her 
death occurred, apparently from a bul- 
let wound in the head. 

Disappeared In June 


When a “missing person” report 
was found in police files of June say- 
ing that “Norma Barholme” had dis- 
appeared, officers arrested the man at 
the plant of an engineering company 
where he was employed and took him 
to the spot where the body was found. 
There they said, Barholme denied 
knowledge of her death, but stated 
that he and the young woman had 
lived together; had quarreled and 
that she had left him in Stone canyon 
when they had gone there on an auto- 
mobile ride. , 

The g irl apparently had been dead 
several months. 

All Clothing Removed. 

All clothing had been stripped from 
her body. A platinum and diamond 
ring remained on her finger. 

Investigators said service discharge 
papers were found in the home occu- 


pied by Barholme which gave the 


name of Beitzel. The address of his 
family in Philadelphia was believed 
to be 6835 Germantown avenue,

Governor Declares That 
He Is in Favor of Com- 
plete Reorganization of 
Highway Department. 


If Governor L. G. Hardman is re- 

elected governor in the September pri- 
mary he will “under no circum- 
stances” reappoint John N. Holder as 
chairman of te state highway board, 
the governor announced Friday. 
. “J pledge to the people of Georgia 
that I will send to the senate for con- 
firmation the name of the most capa- 
ble and conscientious Georgian that I 
can find as chairman of the highway 
department: Such nominee will, un- 
der no circumstances, be the present 
incumbent,” the governor said. 

Opposition to a state bond issue 
for roads also is voiced by the gov- 
ernor. 

“T do not believe it would be for 
the best interests of the taxpayers of 
Georgia to ratify a bond issue, the 
proceeds of which would be expended 
by the highway department as at pres- 
ent constituted and organized,’ he 
said. 

The governor declared that he fayv- 
ored a complete reorganization of the 
highway department throughout. He 


also reviews the incidents in his me 


fight with the state senate concerning 
the appointment of a chairman of the 
highway board. 

The statement of the governor fol- 
lows: 

“The governor of Georgia is the 
nominal head of the democratic party 
in Georgia. There is unfortunately 
some division in the ranks of the 
democracy of Georgia in regard to 
the present national campaign for the 
presidency.- I have-heretufore declured 
my intention to support the demo- 
cratic nominees for presiden and vice 
president of the United States. Not 
only as head of the democratic party 
in Georgia but as a life-long demo- 
crat, it is.my duty to wholeheartedly 
support the nominees of our party for 
the presidency and the vice presi- 


dency. ‘This I shall do regardless of 
its consequences upon my campaign for 
reelection.

Aviators Are Expected 
in New York Monday 


New York, Aug. 3.—Captain 
Frank T. Courtney and his three 
sompanions on the ill-fated Atlan- 
tie flight that ended Thursday 
when their plane crashed in mid- 
ocean, are en route to New York 
aboard the British liner Minne- 
waska. They were picked @p at 
sea Thursday after drifting more 
than 10: hours, following their 
forced landfhg. 

Wireless messages received to- 
day from the fliers indicated they 
would arrive early next week, 
probably Monday. 

Besides Captain Courtney, those 
aboard the plane were Elwood Hos- 
man, Canadian backer of the 
flight; Fred Pierce, mechanic; and 
Hugh Gilmore, radio operator. 


Captain Courtney, British ace, took 
off at 6:55, Greenwich mean time, Wed- 
nesday evening from the Azores in «a 
Dornier-Napier flying boat on the second 
leg of an attempt to fly from Lisbon 
to New York via the Azores and New- 
foundland, The plane caught fire at 
midnight and landed in the sea in 
flames. 

After subduing the fire Captain Court- 
ney and the three men who accom- 
panied him drifted on the ocean’ for,over 
10 hours. Their wireless finally brought 
the 5. 8S. Minnewaska to their rescue.

POLAND, LITHUANIA 
MASSING ARMIES 


Two Countries Prepare 
for Break and Rush 
Troops to-Border, Say 
Reports From Europe. 


Berlin, August 3.—(United News.) 
Poland and Lithuania are massing 
troops along the Polish-Lithuanian 
frontier, according to authoritative 
information reaching here today. 

Considerable fear is felt in Lithu- 
ania regarding the possible outcome of 
the congress of Polish legionaires, 
which Marshal Pilsudski, dictator of 


Poland, will address August 12. It 
is believed possible that the 10,000 ; 
legionaires who are gathering at the 
congress may be stampeded by a fiery 
address by Pilsudski and begin an in- 
vasion of Lithuania, supported by Pol- 


ish regulars. 

Polish regulars are said to now be 
moving toward the frontier. Mean- 
while, Lithuania, as a precautionary 
move, is reinforcing her border guards 
and organizing the people into bands 
along the border to meet the invas- 
ion if it comes. 

On the other hand,. it is reported 
from Warsaw that the entire situa- 
tion is viewed as critical there. Ac- 
cording to Polish information, Lithu-, 
ania would be able to station one ar- 
tillery and four infantry regiments 
among the important towns with 
strongholds at Olida and Bolosy. 


The Poles assert that the cavalry, 


divison of the first Ulan regiment and 
two air force squadrons are now con- 
eentrated at Olida. According to Pol- 
ish circies, these do not comprise a 
unit, but belong to artillery contin- 
gents. 

Freebooters Concentrate. 


It also is reported in Polish cir- 
cles that the so-called Shaulis organ- 
ization of Lithuania, consisting of 
freebooters, are concentrated at Lej- 
pun, Sereje, Dauge, Szumiliski, Zozle 
Zyzmory, Musnik, Szyrwinte, -Gie 
rojee, and’ Manate. The organization 
is said to include members of the Irou 
Wolf league and its general staff is 
reported to be situated at Mariampol, 
with the Lithuanian intelligence sery- 
ice established at Zwalgibi. 

In discussing the situation with the 
United News correspondent in War- 
saw, Polish semi-official circles em- 
phasize that according to their re- 
ports, Lithuania is secretly moving 
troops along the frontier. 

From Kovno, Lithuania’s capital, 
it is reported that President Smeto- 
na, in an address before 50,000 peas- 
ants who gathered along the _ fron- 
tier to demonstrate their support of 
the governments’ policy, urged that 
the people maintain their unity to 
“face foreign pressure’ and promised 
that Lithuania will not make any 
concessions in the Vilna question. 


Conference Scheduled. 


A conference of Polish and Lithu- 
anian representatives is seheduled to 
meet at Koenigsberg shortly in an 
endeavor to find some solution to the 
entire problem between the two coun- 
tries. 

Semi-official Lithuanian circles de- 
clare that Lithuania will withdraw 
from the League of Nations unless the 
conference “gives Lithuania justice,” 
and this is generally interpreted to 
mean a settlement of the question 
of the jurisdiction over the key city 
of Vilna in Lithuania’s favor. It is 
said that Lithuania in withdrawing 
from the League of Nations would do 
so on the grounds that it was not an 
organization capable of protecting the 
si of the smaller nations of the 
world.

HARDMAN DECLINES 
TO GRANT RESPITE. 

In the face of a confession by Mrs. 
Eula Thompson that she conspired 
with B. W. Swan, of Etowah, Tenn., 
to kill Coleman Osborne, Murray coun- 
ty merchant, and that her husband, 
Clifford Thompson, and Jim Hugh 
Moss, negro, were innocent of the 
crime, Governor L. G. Hardman de- 
clined Friday to interfere in the cases 
and Thompson and Moss were electro- 
cuted at Milledgeville. 

Governor Hardman granted the two 
men a two hours’ stay when he called 
up the warden at Milledgeville and 
instructed him to postpone the execu- 
tion until further notice, but later he 
telephone the warden to carry out the 
verdict and issued a statement ex- 
pressing the belief that the two men 
were guilty and that the verdict of 
the court was a just one. 

Before ordering that the executions 
proceed the governor discussed the 
case with A, S. Johnson, attorney for 
the condemned men, and also talked 
to Murray county officials over long- 
distance telephone. In his statement, 
the governor said the county officials 
“lacked faith” in the affidavit of Mrs. 
Thompson, The governor also based 
his denial on his examination of the 
phrenology and physiognomy of Mrs. 
Thompson and her husband.

Mrs. Thompson made her confes- 
sion Thursday night and the story 
was printed in Friday's Constitution. 
On reading the confession the gover- 
nor immediately took action in the 
case by instructing the warden to 
postpone the double execution until 
further orders. He then made his 
investigation, ordered the execution 
to proceed and issued the following 
statement outlining his position in the 
case; 

Hardman’s Statement, 

“In re: Clifford Thompson (white) 
and Jim Hugh Moss (colored), con- 
victed of murder of Coleman Osborne 
and sentence to death. 

“After hearing from the attorneys 
of the defendants, Jim Moss and 
Clifford Thompson, on the matter of 
a respite; one attorney being A. 8. 
Johnson, of Atlanta, and the other 
an attorney ‘from ‘Tennessee, and 
after making investigation as best I 
could, I decline the respite of Jim 
Moss and Clifford Thompson who 
were found guilty of murder of Cole- 
man Osborne in the superior court of 
Murray county at the August, 1927, 
term. 

“The attorneys have had a year to 
consider the matter and make inves- 
tigations. The prison commission 
have gone over the matter and de- 
clined _ it. Today, Mrs. Clifford 
Thompson makes an affidavit as to 
the innocence of her husband, Clif- 
ford Thompson. Mrs. Thompson's at- 
torney has visited her in her prison 
cell and upon hearing statements by 
him and the reading of the affidavit 
by him, and also having a report from 
the judge, solicitor, sheriff and clerk 
of court of Murray county as to the 
facts and trial of the case, and also 
their lack of confidence in Mrs. 
Thompson’s statement in the _  affi- 
davit: believing that the verdict is 
just and that the parties are guilty, 
and with the additional impression of 
the pictures in The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion of Mr. and Mrs. Clifford Thomp- 
son, and reading as best I can their 
physiognomy and phrenology, I feel 
that the court rendered a righteous 
verdict, and I decline to respite Clif- 
ford Thompson and Jim Moss and de- 
cline to interfere with the verdict as 
rendered by the trial court.

erly winds changing to strong west- 
erly winds. I decided to fly the 
southerly course in order to put the 
head winds more abeam as we finished 
the trip. 

We expected to arrive at New- 
foundland in 70 hours. Our compass 
and course were checked on flores and 
everything was correct with the 
weather fine. 

After we were flying three hours 
the moon rose but it was gradually 
blanketed by increasing clouds. I de- 
cided that the best height to fly was 
1,500 feet. The other men in the ship 
were comfortably stowed and enjoy- 
ing the ride. 

Wireless Works. 


Hugh Gilmour, our radio man, got 
the wireless working and a steamship 
informed us that the wind was north, 
while another somewhere ahead re- 
ported it northwest. This was quite 
different from the forecast and 
started to recalculate our course. 
While doing this I lost sight of the 
sun and sky and towards 11 o'clock, 
Greenwich mean time, we ran into 
a heavy storm. We flew through a 
blinding heavy rain and hit many fe- 
rocious bumps which was very trying 
on our heavily loaded flying boat. 
The clouds were so thick that some- 
times our engine exhaust flames failed 


| as aviators were ever in. 


to reveal the Wing tips. 

But the light of the flames showed 
perfect carburation. I was glad of 
that. The engines ran perfectly and 
qur instruments behaved so accurately 
that I began to develop the feeling 
of absolute certainty of our arrival 
at Newfoundland and didn’t care twe 
hoots if it rained all the way. 


Rainfall Stops. 


After two hours the rain stopped 
but I was still flying blind at about 
1,800 feet.

So I descended experimentally and 
came out below the clouds at 1,000 
feet. It was too dark to see the wu-

Engine in Flames. 


Looking back I was stunned to ser 
the rear engine enveloped in flames. 
which even as I looked stretched out 
like a giant blowlamp rearwards over 
the seat occupied by Elwood Hosmer. 
my Canadian backer, and beyond the 
rudder and tail. : 

In the darkness the whole machine 
must have appeared like a grotesque 
red comet. The whole situation seem- 
ed: like a nightmare and quite un- 
real. Even now I find it difficult to 
realize we were in a blazing aero- 
plane in mid-Atlantic at midnight. 


It never occurred to me that we/? 


could reach the water before the tail 
was burned, or that I could maneuver 
the ship to alight safely so that my 
subsequent actions were merely blind- 


ly following my piloting instinct, 
which is perhaps what saved us. 
Pierce saw the flames and rushed 
into the engine room to turn the pet- 
rol off. Had he been three seconds 
later the flames, which were coming 
forward inside, would have prevented 


him. 
Cuts Off Switches. 


Meanwhile, I eut off all switches 
and threw the machine into a headlong 
dive through the blackness below, with 
the vague idea of burning up the es- 
ecaped petrol if Pierce succeeded in 
turning the cocks off. 

All this took place so rapidly that 
Gilmour at his wireless set was just 
wondering what the red glow was 
about when my dive shot him from 
his seat. I had no particular ideas 
about landing as it seemed that the 
point would not arise. I could only 
vaguely see where the water was and 
had no idea of the direction of the 
wind or which way the swell was run- 
ning. 

It therefore seemed impossible to 
put down safely in the dark on a 
burning seaplane which still had a 
ton overload. 


Glow Is Reflected. 


As I drew out of the dive I saw 
the glow reflected on the wave crests. 
I managed to put the machine down 
on one crest, ran down a hill of wa- 
ter, up the next hill, and just pre- 
vented the machine from shooting -into 
the air off the next crest. After sev- 
eral considerable jolts the machine 
came to rest undamaged. I ought to 
have been astonished, but I had passed 
that stage. :

Horta, Azores Islands, August 3.— 


Atlantic airplane “Marshal Pilsudski” 
apparently had passed to the north 
of the Azores islands tonight unless 
disaster had ovetaken the two army 


fliers, Major Leon Idzikowski and 
Major Casimir Kubala, 

The great white biplane was hours 
overdue here and there was no word 
that it had been sighted. The was 
cloudy and there was little wind. 

It was understood that the avia- 
tors, en route from Paris to New 
York, would pass to the north of the 
islands unless they were forced to seek 
a landing place here. . 

Gunboat te Aid. 

The gunboat Villeds had been in- 
structed to give them every assistance 
possible. 

_ The crowd which watched the Pol- 
ish fliers take off from Le Bourget this 
morning cheered as the machine arose 
gracefully in the air after rolling 
heavily along the 600 yards run which 
the plane made in the take-off. 

_ The only food which the fliers car- 
ried were a few sandwiches and two 
bottles of champagne. 

At 8:15 a. m. a fishing vessel re- 
ported having sighted an unidentified 
airplane 55 miles off Lorient. The 
plane was believed to be the Marshal 
Pilsudski. Another ship later report- 
ed sighting an airplane, which is be- 
lieved to have been the Poles’ flying 
in the direction of the Azores. 


Nothing Reported. 
Since these two reports were receiy- 
ed, nothing has been reported of the 


plane. 

Major Idzikowski and Major Kub- 
ala spent a full year preparing for 
their projected flight from Paris to 
New York. 

Their selection of the sesqui plane 
“Marshal Pilsudski” was made after 
endless research and testing. Their 
eraft had a much larger spread on 
the upper wing than on the lower 
and is made of uraluminum. The 
fliers expected their all-metal plane 
to pass safely through sleet and mist 
without the aid of oil or grease coat- 
ing. 

Major Kubala officially was desig- 
nated as navigator of the plane and 
Major Idzikowski was pilot, but the 
tandem seating arrangements, with 
dual controls, was expected to per- 
mit them to take turns in handling 
the craft. 


Dual Controls. 


The seats permit them to rest by 
pushing the backs into a low position, 
making a sort of couch. 

Major Idzikowski was expected to 
follow the normal schedule of avia- 
tors on long flights. The plane was 
to be sent ahead at nearly full speed 
until well out over the ocean. Then 
the pilot expected to throttle down 
}and run at a slightly slower speed un- 
til within striking distance of his 
goal. 

A benzol mixture was to be used 
with regular gasoline when high 
speed was desired. A special tank of 
the mixture was carried on the plane.

GENERAL JAMES C. FOSTER. 


The death at his home in Hous- 
ton, Texas, of General James Calvin 
Foster, takes from the rapidly thin- 
ning ranks of the Confederate vet- 
erans its most outstanding and col- 
orful figure. He was last year com- 
mander-in-chief of the “‘old boys of 
the gray,” and at the reunion held 
in Tampa in 1927 was signally hon- 
ored by his comrades as no man 
Since the passing of the late General 
John B. Gordon. He was as vigor- 
ous aS a democratic fighter as he 
had been a soldier in the south’s 
cause in the 60’s. In the dark days 
of reconstruction he was a militant 
figure in the restoration of the state 
governments of the south to their 
own white people. He believed m 
organization and in regularity. With- 
out seeking public office, to which 
he could have been elected time and 
again, he fought for the democratic 
party in the ranks and in his native 
state of South Carolina; and since 
1885 in his adopted state of Texas, 
he was a powerful and influential 
figure for democracy as an institu- 
tion, through which the south had 
been saved from negro domination. 


He always placed the party first, and 


was a forceful speaker who never 
flirted with expediency, or tolerated 
demagoguery. 

He had attended practically every 
Confederate reunion since the vet- 
erans organized, and demonstrated 
his force in maintaining harmony, 
counseling patriotism, and the elimi- 
nation of sectional lines. But he 
was always a southerner and always 


an unyielding democrat. He almost | 


devoted his life, unselfishly, to these 
causes. 

At best there can be but few more 
reunions of the old soldiers of the 
60’s, north or south. It would be 
a beautiful, inspiring occasion if the 
veterans of the Confederacy and of 
the union army would meet in joint 
assembly before the end. And Gen- 
eral Foster, fighter that he was, 
would no doubt have advocated such 
a convention. He was truly a good

SOUTH’S FEDERAL TAXES. 

The statement of federal taxes 
paid by states during the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1928, has been 
made public. It shows that 15 
southern states paid a total of 
$619,918,288, as against a gross 
total of all other states in the union 
of $2,790,906,885. 

North Carolina paid $225,316,- 
160. 

This enormous sum, more than 
one-third of the south’s total, is the 
result largely of the revenues from 
the purchase of tobacco stamps 
through the internal revenue de- 
partment. North Carolina leads all 
states in the manufacture of ciga- 
rettes and smoking tobacco. 

It is true, however, that the in- 
dividual and corporate net federal 
income taxes are larger, as a whole, 
than those of any other state in 
the south. This is a prosperity 
which has resulted from industrial 
and agricultural welfare, the result 
to a large extent of that state’s pro- 
gressive highway and educational 
program. 

Georgia’s gross for the last fiscal 
year was $14,183,690, which was a 
great deal more than the totals of 
Arkansas, Mississippi, South Caro- 
lina combined. Alabama paid $8,- 
648,534. 

There are several lessons in an 
analysis of the government report. 
One is that prosperity follows per- 
manent paved highways. Also 
prosperity hinges upon an adequate 
educational system.

Old Music 
Deciphered. 


Monks who were studying old manu- 
scripts in the Abbey of Santo Dom- 
ingo de Silos, at Burgos, in Spain, 
discovered a key to decipher the an- 
cient Mozarabic music which was 
sung in the churches of Spain by 
Christian worshippers early in the 
eleventh century. ‘These hitherto un- 
known melodies have a rhythm like 
that of prose, for each note is given 
the same time value. Apparently the 
entire congregation of the medieval 
churches in Spain joined in a monoto- 
nous chant of the creed, ending each 
measure with a thunderous “Amen.” 
There are 38 manuscripts of this an- 
cient music treasured in the monaste- 
ries and museums of Spain. It is be- 
lieved that the ability to decipher 
them will be of great value to archae- 
ologists and students of Spanish cul- 
ture.

His book was read 
in the treuches, in spite of efforts 
to suppress it.

The census bureau of the national 
department of commerce has just is- 
sued the statistics of the church for 
the period 1916 to 1926.

‘Especially is it not deplorable in 
face of the fact that the total mem- 
bership in 1926 was 2,487,694 as com- 
pared with 2,114,479 in 1916—show- 
ing a net gain of 373,215 members in 
the ten-year period. There were in 
1926 in urban areas 1,680 churches, 
with 16,416 in country locations. 

Sunday schools were reported from 


| 


15,525 churches, with 166,752 offi- 
cers and teachers and 1,802,464 in 
the classes; showing a gain over 1916 
of 14.575 officers and teachers and 
113.905 in the class rolls. 

The city churches, 1,680 in num- 
ber, reported 886,765 members. The 
country churches, 16,416 in number, 
had nearly twice as many, or 1,600,- 
929. " 

The total expenditures of the 
churches in 1 were $41,651,150 
as against $17,139,398 in 1916—a 
gain of nearly 150 per cent, or $24,- 
511.752 more in 1926 than in 1916. 

In chureh properties the total 
values in 1926 were $161,986,430 as 
against $62,428,433 in 1916, or a net 
gain of $99,557,997 in the ten-year 
period. Evidently the Master has 
been prospering the labors of those 
good Methodists! 

Coming down to Georgia we find 
45 fewer churches of the denomination 
in 1926 than in 1916, but an in- 
creased membership; that is 249,722 
in 1926 as against 219,755 in 1916, 
or a net gain of 29,967 at the end 
of the decade. nai 

The total value of church edifices, 
furniture and equipments in Georgia 
in 1926 was $11,541,650. 

Taking the figures, by and large, 
it will be seen that the Lord of the 
Vineyard will not say to His south- 
ern Methodist laborers: “Why stand 
ye here idle all the day long?”

A lecturer has_ stated that 
Protestantism was the founder 
of capitalism and that the medie- 
val church was opposed to capi- 
talism. Are these the facts? 
The pre-reformation religious or- 

ders of the church passed from their 
earlier communism and became capi- 
talists and landlords long before the 
sixteenth century revolt. This eco- 
nomie transition was due in part to 
the great social contribution monas- 
ticism made to medieval life and in 
part to the extensive bequests of 
pious patrons and founders. ‘The 
monks cared for the bodies as well 
as the souls of the people. They pre- 
served the literatures of religien and 
of Jearning while at the same time 
they built, f-:med, traded and ac- 
quired landed property. 

As a rule, however, their spiritual 
influence declined as tLeir possessions 
increased. ‘he medieval church her- 
self favored capitalism, if by this 
term you mean the rights of pzrop- 
erty, and her Catholic and Protestant 
branches still favor it. ‘The extreme 
teachings of some monastics, saints 
and socialists concerning the sanc- 
tity of poverty have not been ratified 
by institutional. Christianity. 


Capitalism naturally received a 
fresh impulse after the discovery of 
the New World and the opening of 
the trade routes to the ! ast Indies. 
Consequently its centers shifted from 
Venice to the cities of the Hanseatic 
league, later to Great Britain and, 
again, to the United States . 


The general course of these centers 
was away from the Mediterranean 
basin and toward the nations of 
northern Europe. Britain's geograph- 
ical position and extending empire, 
combined with her rich mineral] de- 
posits and the enterprise of her peo- 
ple, gave her a long’ continued 
ascendancy ia the commercial world.

GET PHE HAND 
UNDER THE HEAD. 

A Nebraska attorney offers this 
practical suggestion : 

“I have never resuscitated nor been 
resusciated nor even watched a genu- 
ine ease of resuscitation or an at- 
tempt, but I have experience in this 
‘prone’ business as I have so pt 
for many years. Occasionally supine, 
but I am too audible in that position. 

“I am with you in your efforts to 
get the hand out from under the head 
and I think from my experience I 
haye stumbled onto the solutien of 
the difficulty. Schaefer did not go far 
enough. The hand should not go under 
the head, but it is not immaterial 
where the arms go just so they are 
not in the way. Try it yourself and 
you will find that the head turned t& 
ward the right, the right arm should 
be raised, that is, extended alongside 
of the face, but the left arm should 
be lowered and only far enough away 
from the side so that it does not inter- 
fere with the operator. 

“Try putting both arms up and you 
will find that it grinds your nose into 
the ground or floor and that, it is un- 
comfortable and somewhat difficult to 
breathe. This is perhaps where the 
hand under the head people get their 
idea, for with both arms up a hand 
must be put under the head to make 
breathing easy. 

“Cut out Schaefer’s indifference to 
where the hands are so long as they 
are not under the head and add “The 
arm on the side toward which the face 
is turned should be raised but not 
put under the head, and the other agm 
should be extended down toward the 
hip but not close enough to the body 
to be in the way of the operator,’ and 
my guess is that you will have the 
ideal position.” 

The amendment seems acceptable 
enough. I believe Schaefer himself 
would accept it. I did try it myself, 
when I stopped for my regular hourly 
rolls. I find that there is a degree of 
discomfort and a sense of difficulty in 
breathing when both arms are extended 
over the head. I find that the posture 
suggested by my Nebraska friend is 
comparatively comfortable, and I com- 
mend the idea to all who would be 
prepared to save a life. 

We're a very small nation, indeed, 
to hear us tell about it, but just the 
same I estimate that not more than 
one of every ten Yankees knows how 
to resuscitate. I yenture tq say that 
of any casual ten persons who have 
had instruction in artificial respira- 
tion, not more than one knows the 
position that gives the subject the best 
chance to revive from submersion. If 
you have received instruction in this 
life saving method from a Red Cross 
instructor, you have probably been 
taught the ineorrect position. The Red 
Cross, and various other organizations, 
are still teaching that the subject’s 
hand should go under the subject’s 
head. This is wrong. fatally wrong, 
in resuscitation from drowning. It is 
wrong because it lifts the nose and 
mouth an inch or two and this is 
enough to interfere with gravity, which 
would drain any water or other fluid 
from the breathing passages if the 
subject were placed in the proper posi- 
tion prescribed by Schaefer, who dis- 
covered and gave the world prone pres- 
sure respiration. 

-A minor point, to be sure. But there 
is no good reason why it should not be 
taken into consideration and we should 
never forget that life hangs on just 
such trifles in cases of asphyxiation 
from submersion. 

If any medical man in the employ 
of the Red Cross maintains that the 
hand should go under the head, he 
has no sound authority for his whim, 
and therefore the organization is hard- 
ly justified in clinging longer to this 
vital error. 

We're going to get the hand out 
from under the head if we have to 
smash a few heads to accomplish it.

Is it beneficial to take three 
drops of iodine in a tumbler of 
water every few hours as an aid 
in the treatment of goiter? S&S,

Answer—I should not advise it. It 
is unsafe to attempt self-treatment for 
goiter. The patient should be under 
medical care. 

Horseback Riding. 

Is horseback riding astride in- 
jurious to a girl just 13 years 
old, either now or at any future 
time? (Mrs. S. E.) 

Answer—No. 

Corns, Warts or Calluses. 

Please tell me if the salicylic 
acid remedy you recommended for 
corns is good for calluses on the 
sole of the foot? I think you cau- 
tioned against using it for bunion. 
(G. D.) 

Answer—Yes, the same remedy may 
be used to soften and remove callus, 
or a wart, as well as a corn.' It is 
given in the National Formulary, a 
standard formula book used in all good 
pharmacies. It is called salicylated 
collodion. The fomula is 30 grains 
(thirty grains) of salicylic acid dis- 
solved in half an ounce (1-2 ounce) of 
flexible collodion. Paint corn, wart 
or callus with it once a day for a 
week or longer. Of course this.is not 
to be used on a bunion. The medi- 
cine must be kept tightly corked to 
prevent evaporation of the ether and 
alcohol.

Henry Morrell Atkinson was born 
in Brookline, Mass., on November 15, 
1862, of a distinguished New England 
family. His father was an executive 
manager of a large cotton mill. He 
was educated in _ Boston private 
schools, and at Harvard university 
where he graduated with an A. B. de- 
gree in 1884. He then went west and 
for two vears lived in the open as a 
cow puncher. 

Mr. Atkinson came to Atlanta in 
1886, and took part in the cotton 
and banking businesses. He was vice 
president of the Third National bank 
until 1910. . His chief interest, how- 
ever, was in looking toward the fu- 
ture, and seeing the possibilities of 
the new power—electricity. 

He organized and built the first 
electric lighting system in “Atlanta, 
and was the first president of the 
Georgia Electric Light company. 


Georgia Power company. These sev- 
eral electric companies have been in- 
fluential in saving the Blue Ridge 
mountains section from poverty, and 
in attracting large sums to this state 
for investment. 

Organized Railroad. 

The Georgia Power company now 
serves approximately two-thirds of the 
state with electricity for lighting and 
publie utilities. However, the elec- 
tricity line was not the only one in 
which Mr. Atkinson is interested. He

IS WRITING ARTICLES FOR HOME PAPERS 


For Religious Tolerance! 


New York, August 3.—(#)—Frank- 
lin D. Reosevelt, who placed Governor 
Smith in nomination at the Houston 
convent:on, makes a plea for religious 
tolerance in his first contribution as 
a columnist, to the Beacon (N. Y.) 
Standard, a weekly newspaper. 

He is contributing a series of ar- 
ticles to the newspaper to be run un- 
der the heading. “Between Neighbors.” 
Dutchess county, in which Beacon i# 
located, is Mr. Roosevelt's home 
county. 

In commenting on a recent speech 
of Senator J. Thomas Heflin in 
Dutchess county, Mr. Roosevelt wrote 
that the Alabama senator had made 
the nation realize that bigotry still 
exists in this country and that by 
so doing he had probably done more 
than any other one man to increase 
the supporters of Governor Smith. 

Continuing, Mr. Roosevelt wrote: 

“Here is a story about the Ku 
Klux Klan that could almost be called 
a parable—but it is a true story and 
happened to me. 

“Three years ago I was the guest 
of honor at a chamber of commere 
banquet in a small city in Georgia. 
It was a community of almost pure 
Seotch and English Protestant ances- 
trv. I sat on the right-of the mayor 


of the town and on the other side of 


me sat the secretary vf the chamber 
of commerce,-a young man born in 
Italy and a Roman Catholic. Just 
beyond sat a Jew who was a member 
of the executive commitee. 

“I turned to the mayor and asked 
him if the Ku Klux Klan was strong 
in the city. He said, ‘Yes, very.” (It 
has since then nearly died out.) Then 
I asked if most of the members of 
the chamber belonged to the klan, 
and again he said, ‘Yes.’ 

“Then A said, ‘If that is so, why 
is it that the secretary is a Catholic 
and that a Jew is on the executive 
committee?’

Juan Correa’ Nieto, attorney gener- 
al of the federal district, who is han- 
dling the prosecution, announced that 
Toral’s mother, father ay wife, 16 
nuns and all others who had been in 
custody in connection with the inves- 
tigation haye been released. The 
others charged with being accomplices 
were Senora Maria Louisa Altimira 
and Jorge Fernandez Gallardo. 

T of Bomb Explesion. 

Toral and Manuel Trejo, the miss- 
ing man who gave Toral the pistol, 
were alleged to have spent consider- 
able time at Senora Altimira’s home. 
Gallardo is a cousin of Trejo. . Po- 
lice charge that Gallardo said he 
knew Trejo was connected with the 
homb explosions in the chamber of 
deputies in May. .- 

Nieto said he would ask for 20 
years’ imprisonment fot Mother Su- 
perior Concepcion. This is the max- 
imum penalty for a woman chargea 
with being an accomplice to a mur- 
der. The Mexican law does not per- 
mit the death penalty for a woman. 

prosecutor assez‘ed that inves- 
tigators discovered in the mother su- 

perior’s house which was used as a 
convent a branding iron consisting of 
a cross with the letters “I H S.’’ The 
brand was about the size of a silver 
dollar. He said that she told inves- 
tigators that this iron was heated 
and used to prand her body, and bod- 
jes of some of her nuns and of “some 
other persons.” 

Secret Religious Order. 

Nieto said this indicated the ex- 
istence of a secret religious order and 
it was his theory that this might be 
connected with the assassination. To- 
ral’s body has not vet been examined 
‘to determine whether he was brand- 
ed, Nieto does not know the iden- 
tity of the others who had been 
branded. 

*The prosecutor announced he had 
Toral and the mother’ superior 
brought face to face in his office in 
an attempt to reconcile their conflict- 
ing statements about the woman hay- 
ing suggested the death of Obregon, 
President Calles and Patriarch Perez, 
of the Schismatic Mexican Catholic 
church.

The jury’ can return a verdict of 
death which would be by a firing 
squad or it can refuse the prosecu- 
tion’s request for death and instead 
give a verdict of either life imprison- 
ment or imprisonment for a number 
of years. The jury can fix the im- 
prisonment of the mother superior at 
less than the 20 years the prosecution 
asks or can find her not guilty. Nie- 
to assumed that the jury would find 
Toral guilty since he has confessed.

Then, if 
necessary, he will offer expert testi- 
mony intended to show that Toral’s 
eonduct since the crime has shown no 
insanity,

VARIED U. 5. DIALECTS 
RECORDEDBYSCIENTISTS 


New York, August 3.—(4)—The 
story of a rat named “Grip” has been 
recorded for posterity in seven Amer- 
ican dialects. 

Not that “Grip’s” story was very 


unusual. It merely was that a rat 
that couldn’t make up its mind 
whether to leave a house or remain, 
but was saved the bother of further 
thought when the house fell in and 
killed it. It was all in how the story 
was told. 

The story of “Grip” was selected 
by Dr. William Cabell Greet, of the 
English department of Barnard col- 
lege, Columbia university, to bring 
out through its vowel nuances the 
characteristic touches given the Eng- 
lish language in different parts of 
the country. 

Representatives of seven sections of 
the country carried on the tale which 
was recorded on phonograph records 
for distribution to colleges as libraries 
of American dialect. 

The dialects ranged from the “way 
down east” of the New Englander to 
the “Gullah” dialect spoken by plan- 
tation negroes along the South Caro- 
lina and Georgia coasts. 

The story as it would be told by a 
typical New Yorker was recorded by 
a truck driver who spent the greater 
part of his life on Tenth and Eleventh 
avenues. 

The “down east’? touch was given 
by a resident of Vermont and another 
from Maine. The “Gullah” dialect 
was contributed by a former resident 
of South Carolina and was almost un- 
intelligible to his hearers. Other dia- 
lects were furnished by residents of 
Missouri, Ohio, Virginia and Phila- 
delphia.

CONGRESS 1S BLAMED 
FOR POSTAL DEFICIT 


‘ 


Superior, Wis., August 3.—(?)— 
President Coolidge feels that congress, 
by having overr: den his vyetoés on 
bills increasing postal expenditures, 
is largely responsible not only for 
the estimated $100,000,000 deficit in 
the postoffice department for the fis- 
cal year 1929 but also for any in- 
crease in postal rates which may have 
to be imposed to balance the depart- 
mental budget. 

Mr. Coolidge understands that some 
postal rates may have to be raised 
since the law makes it mandatory 


upon the postmaster general to alter 
the rates of certain services so as to 


assure sufficient income to balance 
the expenditures they involve. 

At the last session congress passefl 
over Mr. Coolidge’s veto a bill ta 
allow a 10 per cent increase in salary 
for postal night workers and another 
measure granting allowances for rent, 
fuel, light and equipment to fourth- 
class postmasters. In June, 1924; 
President Coolidge vetoed a general 
postal pay increase bill, which was 
also passed over his objections. 


The details of the postoffice de- 
partment’s budget will be discussed 
by the executive with General Lord, 
director of the budget, who notified 
Mr. Coolidge today that he would ar- 
rive in Superior next Monday to dis- 
cuss the preliminary appropriation es- 
timates-for the fiscal year 1929 filed 
by all departments. 

While, President Coolidge has no 
information as to the details of the 
reported agreement between France 
and England regarding limitation of 
auxiliary warships, he regards with 
great satisfaction the fact that they 
have apparently reached a common 
ground for discussion and agreement 
as promising extension of the fight 
against naval competition to the fields 
unaffected by the Washington treaties 
of 1922. 

President Coolidge let it be known 
today that he had greatly appreciated 
vesterday’s trip to the iron ranges in 
Minnesota. The chief executive found 
the experience both interesting and 
enjoyable. 

Mr. Coolidge has received and has 
under consideration an invitation to 
visit the Apostle island, about 90 
miles from here, in Lake Supericer. 
He has not yet reached any decision, 
but at present is very donbtful as to 
whether he will be able to accept.

Of Robert E. Lee 


Chester, Ill., August 3.—(4)—The 
record rut of hours between New 
Orleans and St. Louis on the Mis- 
sissippi remains undisturbed. 

Six hours ahead of the mark set 
by the packet boat Robert E. Lee 
in 1870, the speed boat Bogie struck 
a snag 30 miles below here early to- 
day and was so crippled as to 
eliminated in the contest against time. 

Dr. Louis Leroy, in ‘command of 
the motor boat, took the disaster in 
good grace and said that though the 
boat could not go on, he had dem- 
onstrated that the mark could be bet- 
tered. . 

In striking the snag, the propeller 
was broken and the drive shaft bad- 
ly bent. A new propeller was put in 
place but the damaged shaft caused 
such a vibration as to break an ojl 
line, forcing Dr. Leroy and his two 
companions, Captain A. A. Farris 
and Robert Hunter, to give up the 
race.

Misses Olympic Record 
by 1-5 Second. |

Olympic Stadium, Amsterdam, Au- 
gust 3.—(?)—-Ray Barbuti, the iron- 
legged, stout-hearted son of little old 
New York and Syracuse, saved Amer- 
jean from rout on the Olympic track 
this afternoon by winning, in a man- 
her sensationally dramatic, the 400 
meters final. It was only by a mar- 
gin of eight inches that Barbuti 
staved off the spectacular closing rush 
of the Canadian, Jimmy Ball, but it 
was sufficient to send the Stars and 
Stripes up the victory staff tle first 
time for a foot-race and to give the 


3 “wildly yelling American contingent 


the biggest thrill of the entire games. 
* Barbuti went out “determined to 
fend the old flag up that pole, even 
if I had to pull it up myself.” He 
did it by giving every last ounce of 
his marvelous running powers and su- 
perb courage. In a fighting finish, 
such as has seldom been seen any- 
where, the rugged Syracuse halfback, 
wifh the flying Canadian gaining at 
every stride. plunged his chest across 
the tape, first by an eyelash mar- 
gin, then collapsed full length for- 
ward into the red cinders. 

Falling Finish. 

That falling finish, which left the 
American with a badly skinned, arm, 
side and leg, perhaps won for him. 
Had the race been a yard or two 
longer Ball undoubtedly would have 
won, but the combination of Bar- 
buti’s grit and the fact that Ball 
Started his finishing drive too late 
Was just enough to keep Canada from 
scoring another startling triumph at 
America’s expense. 

The victor, who took and held the 
Jead on the final turn, after his team- 
mate, Herman Phillips, had set the 
pace to the halfway mark, ran the 
race in 47 4-5 seconds, only one- 
fifth of a second slower than the 
Olympic record. 

Not even the day whén Paavo Nur- 
mi suffered his first Olympic :defeat 
since 1920, making a virtual gift of 
the 5,000 meters final to his country- 
man, Willie Ritola, could deprive 
Americans of the glory they have been 
leoking for in vain during five pre- 
vious days of track and field cham- 
pionships. Yankee backs were to the 
wall as far as foot-racing was con- 
cerned. They had seen their sprinters 
and middle-distance men not only 
beaten, but beaten badly. The 400- 
meter race was the sole remaining 
chance to pull an individual flat race 
victory out of the fire, #6 it wasn't 
surprising that all eyes at the start 
were on Phillips and Barbuti. or that 
the Yankees made the welkin ring 
when their burly favorite éame 
through.

A.A. U. Ranks 
At Amsterdam 


Trouble Reaches Height of 
Fury When Official 
‘ Makes Charges. 


Amsterdam, Holland, August 3.— 
(P)—A wide open split has developed 
in the ranks of Amateur Athletic union 
officials connected with the Ameri- 
‘can Olympic organization. Develop- 
ments whieh haye been brewing ever 
since the President Roosevelt sailed 
from New York with the American 
teams reached the height of its fury 
tonight when. Frederick W. Rubien, 
following upon his virtual removal 
as a field official at the Olmpic sta- 
dium, openly charged his disbarment 
was due to the efforts of Murray Hul- 
bert, national A. A. president. 

The open break between Rubien and 
Hulbert, who for years have been two 
of the staunchest A. A. U. old guard, 
was precipitated apparently by the 
former’s failure to pursue certain rec- 
ommendations of the A. A. U. con- 
vention before the rules committee 
of the International Amateur Athletic 
federation or to report thereon to 
Hulbert, 

Rubien’s counter charge that 
Hulbert had been neglecting the 
interests of the American athletes, 
especially during the Olympic track 
and field competition, added fuel to 
the flames. 

“If Mr. Rubien wants a fight he 
can have it,” Hulbert told: the Associ- 
ated Press tonight. “It’s true he has 
been removed as a field official but 
I haven’t had anything to do wiih 
that. Assignments are given day by 
day and apparently nothing has been 
found for Mr. Rubien to do. It’s also 
true that I am dissatisfied with the 
way he has represented the A. A. U. 
As a result I have decided not fo re- 
appoint him to represent us in any 
proceedings.” 

“I am willing to answer any state- 
ments Mr. Rubien or anyone else 
makes now, but the place for a show- 


tion in November,” Hulbert continued. 

“IT won’t be a candidate for reelec- 
tion then but I will be there to carry 
this or any other issue to a finish.” 

Rubien not only accuses Hulbert of 
responsibility for his failure to con- 
tinue as an official but charges the 
A. A. U. president antagonized Cana- 
dian officials seeking to file a sprint 
protest several days ago. This protest 
lodged by P. J. Mulqueen, for Canada, 
referred to the 100-meter heats in 
which George Hester, Canadian sprint- 
er, was misled by chalk lines across 
the straight-away aft S0Q-meters and 
stopped before the full distance was 
run. 

In answer to this, Hulbert asserts 
he offered to take Mulqueen’s protest 
but that the latter became abusive 
and charged “prejudice” was working 
against the Canadians.

In golf you can have a Bobby 
Jones, a Johnny Farrell and a Wal- 
ter Hagen inthe same field.

The heavyweight game develops 
fewer great competitors than any 
other sport. When a champion comes 
along he has almost no competition 
until time wears him down and the 
challenger hasn't so much to beat. 

For example, consider the possibil- 
ities of a contest between the Demp- 
sey of Toledo in 1919 and the Tunney 


you would have Had a battle between 
a slugger and a boxer that would 
have packed any stadium ever built. 

But a Dempsey in his prime and 
a Tunney in his prime never happen 
along at the same moment. A Tun- 
ney and a Corbett never appear to- 
gether.

The main exception to this arrange- 
ment came in 1897, when Bob Fitz- 
simmons, the challenger, was older 
than Corbett, the champiom. This 
led to one of the greatest of all 
heavyweight championship fights, 
where the champion was well ahead 
through the first twelve rounds be- 
fore the older challenger finally 
landed the winning punch. Corbett 
and Fitz were more even matched 
than any champion and challenger one 
can recall where the title changed 
hands.

If you will watch Al Watrous 
play an iron shot you will find 
that his left arm is in control 
both on the backswing and on the 
downswing. He hits through the 
ball, the left guiding the club, 
And throughout the swing both 
his arms are close to his body. 
Such a swing is known as a com- 
pact swing. The reason for Wa- 
trous using it is to prevent get- 
ting his clubhead outside the line 
of flight during the downswing. 
If that is done a slice results, 
as he would have to pull the head 
of the club in toward him to 
make contact with the ball. 

Slicing is such a common fault 
and one that plays such havoc 
with the games of the best play- 
ers that they have to be on con- 
stant guard to prevent its ruining 
their rounds. Hence. the compact 
swing’ they employ in playing the 
irons, hence the control through- 
out with the left hand.

These of- 
fering were fairly well absorbed, and 
the market soon headed upward in 
response to a brisk demand for the 
oil shares. The rally gained mo- 
mentum as trading progressed. The 
action of the New York Clearing 
House association in adopting regu- 
lations designed to restrict the tn- 
bridled use of corporation funds in 
the call loan market apparently was 
ignored. 

Reviews Cheerful.

New York, August 3.—Stocks were forced 
to absorb further heavy selling today on the 
increase in brokers’ loans for the week end- 
ing August 1.

FENNER & BEANE. 

New York, August 3.—Cotton had a good 
during the early session on . reports 
of rain in the northwest, of the appearance 
of worms of one kind or another in a num- 
ber of counties in Texas and forecast of 
mostly showery weather. Additional large 
crop estimates, though well under those of 
previous ones, revived fear of a big esti- 
mate from the .government and unsettled 
values in the afternoon. 

There is considerable confusion over the 
government’s methods and acreage which it 
will use in the next forecast. It has here- 
tofore indicated the acreage on cultivation 
on July 1 as a basis for its August esti- 
mate. This year, however, the government 
seems to have decided to allow for an 
abandonment equal to the ten-year average 
before making up this estimate. Its ad- 
vance form for this estimate gives the avcre- 
age expected to be harvested as 44,953,000. 
A telegram from the board says it will first 
ascertain the probable or expected yield 
per acre in each state and apply that 
to the acreage to be harvested in making 
up its forecast. 

This statement and the change in methods 
of forecasting the crop by the government 
indicates possibility of its figures being rad- 
ically different from those of the private 
bureaus as they were last year when the 
government claims to have followed a similar 
method. It is well to bear in mind, how- 
ever, that government reports are proverbi- 
ally uncertain.

New York, August 3.—The decline in the 
cotton market has been arrested. This is evi- 
denced by the concensus of opinion as ex- 
pressed in the days transactions. Whether 
this will be a temporary condition or perm- 
anent is debatable.

from enforcing _rediscount rates 
Rauhle Claimed the rates are part of 
propaganda undertaken in s i 
false reports of a “money ceertane 
Rauhle charged these rates wera fix- 
ed deliberately to restrict the credit 
available for investment. 

The plaintiff alleged that the fed- 
eral reserve act was passed by con- 
gress to establish an elastic currency 
and to provide means for the effective 
supervision of banking throughout the 
country, and not for the purpose of 
creating a “money despotism” or to 
operate paternalistically” the money 
— — the country. 

e eral reserve bank was no 
vested by the act, Rauhle samieiek. 
with general control of all the money 
and credit of the United States but 
was given a limited control over its 
own dicount rate. 

The plaintiff said that with other 
people he invested money in securities 
because the barometer of business in- 
dicated that there would be continued 
prosperity throughout the year. He 
set forth that loans are called for and 
made for legitimate business purposes 
by the federal reserve bank and that 
such loans are needed for financial 
stability in business circles. He aj- 
leged that the New York branch of 
the federal reserve bank has illegally 
engaged in activities undertaken for 
the purposes of reducing the amount 
of money available for needed purposes 
and to reduce the prices of securities.

Banks “Loaned Up.” 

In its August review the Bederal 
Reserve Bank of New York, in. dis- 
cussing the general credit situation, 
states bluntly that the member banks 
throughout the country are loaned up, 
adding: 

“Conservative bankers are not con- 
tent to continue long in a position 
where they can only balance their 
books by borrowing money.” his is 
a mouthful for bankers to swallow. 
The facts behind this statement of fed- 
eral reserve bank are a matter of open 
record in today’s weekly statement of 
brokers’ loans and borrowings of mem- 
ber banks from the federal reserve 
banks. The member banks last week 
increased their borrowings from the 
federal reserve banks by another $60,- 
700,000, bringing the total up to $1,- 
085,000,000 against $445,000,000 at 
this time last year. The member banks 
have been forced to borrow from the 
federal reserve banks increasingly to 
a greater extent than any time since 
the post war inflation period of 1920, 
in order to maintain, the federal re- 
serve bank here points out, the min- 
imum reserve required by law. 

Why the member banks have been 
forced to borrow from the federal 
reserve banks is found in the week- 
ly statement of brokers loans. Loans 
to brokers secured by stocks and 
bonds were increased by the member 
banks in this federal reserve district 
last week by $75,477,000, bringing 
the total up to $4,259,000,000 against 
$3,171,000,000 a year ago and $2,- 
480,000,000 in May of 1926, the low 
point since these weekly brokers 
loan statements first began to be 
published early in 1926. 

Interest Is Increased. 

Examination of the weekly brok- 
ers loan statement at hand shows 
the New York member banks have 
$928,000,000 so loaned against $1,- 
109,000,000 a year ago while the loans 
made by the member banks here for 
the account of others including most- 
ly individuals and corporations now 
stand at $1,832,000,000 against only 
$872,000,000 a year ago. While the 
New York member banks have been 
reducing their loans to brokers the 
past year, loans made by the mem- 
ber banks for the account of indivi- 
duals and corporations have steadily 
increased until now at $1,823,000,000 
it takes up 43 per cent of the total 
brokers loans items of $4,259,000,000 
which is forcing the member banks 
to borrow from the federal reserve 
banks to maintain their minimum 
legal requirements. 

These are the facts which are be- 
hind the blunt statement of the fed- 
eral reserve bank here to the mem- 
ber banks that they are overloaned 
and that no conservative banker is 
content to continue long in a posi- 
tion where he can only balance his 
books by borrowing money. To cor- 
rect this situation officials of mem- 
ber banks here serving on the clear- 
ing house committee propose first to 
advance interest on deposits of indi- 
viduals and corporations to cut down 
the incentive for lending by individ-

Three Measures Are Taken 
to Curb Supply of “Bootleg” 
Money for Pur- 
poses; No Accounts for Less 


Than $100,000 Will Be Act 3

Three measures were decided upon 
yesterday by the New York banks in 
their attempt to control the volume of 
“bootleg” money — to the New 

ers. 


First—An increase in the service 
charge by the banks for acting as 
agents in the placing of eas by 
corporations and rich individuals on 
“call’ to 1-2 of 1 per cent. 

Second—The refusal to act for an 
account of less than $100,000. 


Third—An increase in the interest 
allowed on monies deposited in their 
banks; 1-4 of 1 per cent increase 
on out-of-town banks; 1-2 of 1 per 
cent increase on commercial accounts; 
and 1 per cent increase on deposits 
“for 30 days or longer.” 

Many of America’s leading bank- 
ers who have been away on vacations 
have returned to a sweltering city 
this week to aid in the solution of 
this matter. No problem in recent 
years has received more serious at- 
tention from the bankers than this. 

The sub-committee of the clearing 
house association reported Thursday 
that the banks agreed to the condi- 
tions stated above. 

Among the bankers who have been 
active in this matter are Seward 
Prosser, chairman of the Bankers 
Trust company, chairman of the sub- 
committee of the clearing house asso- 
ciation; Jackson Reynolds, president 
of the First National bank; Arthur 
Loasby, president of the Equitable 
Trust company; Stephenson FE. Ward, 
— of the National Bank of 

ommerce, and Charles »E. Mitchell, 
president of the National City bank. 


Roy E. Young, governor of the fed- 
eral reserve board, has been in New 
York during the past few days in 
conference with the bankers and the 
federal reserve officials. 

Whether these measures inaugu- 
rated by the bankers will enable them 
to again control the volume of money 
loaned on “call” is problematical. 

“Bootleg” money—as stated before 
in this column—is the money which 
is owned by rich individuals and cor- 
porations and loaned out on New York 
stock exchange collateral on “call,” 
and is not subject to any banking 
regulations whatsoever. The New 
York banks merely act as agents for 
this money. The colume has grown 
to a record amount. 

On August 1 the total volume of 
brokers’ loans increased over the pre- 
ceding week more than $75,000,000, 
standing at $4,295,000;000. In a nut- 
shell, the New York banks increased 
their loans to brokers by more than 
$104,000,000, now reaching the total 
of $928,000,000; the out-of-town 


the total. | 


Gold, while still: worth in purchas- 
ing power only about two-thirds o 
the value it possessed in 1913, is in- 
creasing in output each year.
